Fraud) Political nni! Pecuniary. 


Are the constantly recurring exposures 


of fraud and malversation in high places, 
proofs of increasing corruption within a few 
years among'our public men ? It is a sad 
riew to take, but one from the contempla- 
tion of which we can hardly escape. Still, 
something may be said on the other side. 
Sanguine dispositions may believe, not en. 
tirely without reason, that the fact of the 
exposure shows a disposition to hold such 
men up to a-stricter account than hereto- 
fore, and to bring boldly before the eye of 
the public abuses which hate long been 
winked at by the few who were cognizant 
of them. " ', , 


In political circles especially, the tide of 


public morale - lias its marked flood and 
ebb. 
When a clique or a party remain 


long in undisputed power, the temptation 
.to venality'-and corruption becomes too 
strong for average men. 
Like stagnant 


water, the office-holders putrefy. 80 when 
there are no great issues before the coun- 
try, all the politics fall, naturally, into the 
hands of self-seeking and unprincipled men, 
to whom the tmcorrupted mass abandon 
them, 
f^uch a period unquestionably in- 


tervened between the fierce warfare of 
President Jackson's administration, and the 
revival ol the Slavery question. Whether 
this last has yet obtained sufficient hold 
upon :he convictions and consciences of the 


• people at large to make party contests a 


conflict of great principles, may well he 
doubted. I'crhaps such a storm as we 
have not yet seen is needed to clear the po- 
litical atmosphere. 
13ut that it will event- 


ually be cleared and nurified, to a ceitain 
extent, we steadfistly believe. Let some 
great issue lie clearly stated and warmly 
espoused by thinking men, and true, stead- 
fart, unselfish leaders will yet arise on ei- 
tht-r side; mid time-servers and peculators 
be left with tho off-Bcoiirings of the camp, 
as the great mass goes to battle. II it 
were not so, small hope for America or for 
mankind.':'. 


But disagreeable medicines arc the con- 


dition oi'renewed health, und some people 
arc applying these to the parts affected, 
without respect of persons. Two of the 
five members of the Select House Commit- 
tee on the Xaval Contracts nnd 3'rands 
pr-'fjilt a minority report, i;uyocnting the 
k'iiowing resolutions ;i:nl showing good 
grounds lor them.

law, and in a manner unusual and improper 
and injurious to the public service. 


Third—That the distribution by the Sec- 


retary, of the patronage of the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard among members of Congress, 
was destructive ol discipline and corrupting 
in its influence, and highly injurious to the 
public service.' 


Fourth—That the President and Secre- 


tary, by receiving and considering the party 
relations of bidden) for contracts, and the 
eliect of awarding.contracts upon the pend- 
ing elections, have set an example, danger- 
ous to public safety, and deserving the re- 
proof of this House. 


Filth—That the appointment bv the 


Secretary; of .Daniel B. Martin, Chief En- 
gineer in the Navy, as a member ol the 
Board of Engineers to report upon the pro- 
posals for constructing machinery, the saic 
Martin at the time being pecuniarily inter- 
ested in some of said proposals, is "herein 
censured by the House. 
' 


The majority report of the same com 


mittee finds almost the «ime facts ; it evet 
talks of glaring abuses, of incompneucj 
and inefficiency—and" then winds up with 
a verdict of " nobody to biamc." 


Less interesting in itself to the genera 


public, but painfully significant, is the re- 
sult that now seems clearly foreshadowei 
in the Illinois Frauds investigation. Th 
hopes enU-rtained that Governor Mattesoi 
cotiltj be able to clear himself of intentions 
fraud, to which we adverted some days ago 
seem to have almost disappeared. 
It \vil 


be remembered that the fraud consisted in 
paying for-Stiite bonds with State checks 
which had:once been paid and should have 
been cancelled.Thi-se checks are traced to iiis 
custody as Governor; and he is the person 
who in hi* prirat*'capacity reissued them, 
end passed them upon the State officers. 
He claims to hare purchased them in the 
ordinary courtc o/ butfnes;, from third pur. 
tits, but thes«rn»rtiei are not forthcoming, 
no mch chtett were ejet offend to «oy 


other purchaser of State indebtfdotM, und 
lomepf than bear special cndorxmenti 
'iod otitr ouiiki which would al ouce hare 
ticittd the suspicion of <ny disinterested 
negotiator. 
If nothing occurs to change 


the present asjx-ct ol the case, it is one of 
the boldMt and most bare-faced frauds ever 
perpetrated, and dries not rellect great cred- 
it on the sagacity »f the State officials up- 
on whom it was imposed. 


A case of embezzlement by a bank-clerk 


in Brooklyn, to the amount of only $00,- 
000, seems a very 
trivial affair 
after 


the others. But when we remember that 
out of six Brooklyn hanks, three have suf- 
fered by such defalcat'ons within five years, 
while instances somewhere are of almost 
daily occurrence, the topic assumes signifi- 
cance to all interested in our present sys- 
tem of bank routine.

Itev. Frederick A. Tenner. 


Mr. Tenncv was horn in Gill, Mas', Sept. 


30, 1325. 
His early opportunities were 


limited to the common schools of a qu-.rtT 
of a century ago in a sma'l town in the 
Valley of the Connecticut. 
His history is 


that of many a young man who, by the 
force of an indomitable will, has risen from 
the Massachusetts common school-roam 
to a pout of commandin" influence. 
His 


academical training consisted of several 
•' terms " at Easthampton, and one "quart- 
er " at Phillips' Academy, Andover; and 
during Ihc winter months of several years, 
he taught a district school in various por- 
tions of the State. These advantages of 
education were, doubtless, aided bv the 
influence of Iris own family, even'member 
of which is justly esteemed for intelligence 
and worth, and of which the father and 
four sisters survive to lament his death. 


In the autumn of 1R48, our acquaintance 


with Mr. Tenney commenced, ami contin- 
ued wilh no interruption till his death. 
AVe have never known an instance of a 
more decided prowfh cf intellectual power 
during the period 
from twenty-three to 


thirty-three than in his 
Having 


prepared by faithful studies at hotnr-. and 
the attendance on a oour«c of Prof. Pork's 
Lectures at Andover, f-r theological study 
he entered Divinity IJall at Cambridge, 
in the autmtin of 1850. after a highly cred- 
itable examination. During his course of 
study in Cambridge, he was distinguished 
for his vigorous and independent habits of 
thought, his keen and varied thirst for 
vital knowledge in many directions, and his 
weight and maturity of character. 
The 


first prize was awarded him, in the second 
year of his course, for an essay on "The 
Ethics of the New Testament."' Tin grad- 
uated with honor, and few who listened to 
his manly and forcible address nn that 
occasion will forget the impression left 
upon the minds of the hearers.

Mrs. Tenney 
died a month after her return, at the 
house of her father, Mr. Amory Ma1, o. in 
Gloucester, Mass; and for several months 
Mr. Tenney was completely prostrated by 
illness. He rallied into sufficient vigor to 
resume his professional labors during the 
following winter, and went to Newport, R. 
1., where he had formerly preached, to 
upply the pulpit of the Unitarian Church 
during the temporary illness of Rev. Chas. 
T. Brooks. During the remainder of his 
life he lived at Newport, having married 
igain, Miss Lizzie Marshall, who survives 
n's departure. 
But his health was never 


irm, and, spite of (he most heroic efforts 
,o overcome his malady, it assumed at last 
:hc form of consumption. 
He hoped, as a

discoursed eloquently upon the early in- 
tercourse of the whites with the aborignes, 
and drew la'.'gely upon the sympathies of 
his listeners. 


Messrs. Peck, of East Greenwich, Greene, 


of Warwick, and Mason, of Smithlield, 
each spoke bneHy in opposition to the 
proposed course. 


The original deed of N'megrate was then 


read. 


The deed is approved by Nenegrate''s 


Trustees, and witnessed by several white 
men and Indians. 


Mr. Peck moved that the bill be con- 


tinued to the next May session. 


Mr. Updike, of South Kingstown, op- 


posed theanotion, and -.vent into a minute 
examination of the history of the Indian 
lands, and of the early intercourse of Nene- 
grate aad his people wilh the whites, tak- 
ing the poetry and romance completely 
out of the Barnes' speech. He stated that 
not one of Nenegrate's descendants was 
now living, and consequently no one who 
had a shadow of claim to these lands un- 
der the deed. He stated also that Sachem 
was not of the Narragansetts proper, nor 
were those now living who cl iim descent 
from Miantinomo and hs people, but that 
he was of the Niantic's, a despised off 
shoot of the tribe, and that these were of 
the same blood so far as they had any In- 
dian blood in them. 


The vote was then laken on the motion 


to continue, the ayes and noes being called, 
with the following result : — Ayes 12 ; Noes 
16. 


So the Senate voted not to continue. 
The bill was then passed without a di- 


vision.
